The oiganiration is 
solely for aiuoM'mont, rather than for 
basin***, though there is probably a de­ 
airs on the part of the leaders to perpetu­ 
ate the old 8k binned methods of their 
forefathers IU quelling rebellions. 
Just 
now this club, the Sunrise, is without 
an instructor, so that titers is bat little 
practice aud no exhibition*. 
The headquarters of the bonn#© Sin­ 
glestick club is on the lower floor of 
the building occupied by tile Ja]»ane#e 
newspaper of the same name. Through, 
the kindness of Editor Satto, ami Hira- 
<>ka, busine-* manager of the paper, u 
reporter was given an opportunity to 
witness an exhibition tetween Yaji- 
niai uml Hannawa, two expert handler# 
of the stick*. 
By the way of introduction the com 
hatants removed their kimono* and 
donned looae skirt# and a helmet with 
strong iron bars across the face. 
Then 
they sheathed their bodies with -tiff 
bamboo breastplate#. 
Heavily padded 
gloves with gauntlets finished the cos­ 
tume. The “ short stick*'' are about five 
feet long, and are made of several pieces 
of bamboo fastened together. 
There 
seemed to te no call of “ tim e" by a 
referee. 
The men stepped to the center 
of the room and #aluted each other by 
a motion of the arm. aud then one ut­ 
tered a guttural sound signifying hi# 
unwillingness to begin the fray aud 
they crossed sticks, tile point of each 
being beld on a level with the neck aud 
the bandle grasped with both hands. 
Yajimai led, and throughout the bout 
wa# acting on the offensive, while K an­ 
kakee braced himself so as to resist and 
ward off any blow that might lie d) 
reeled 
toward bim. 
Once he wa* 
thoughtless. 
Yajioiui gave him a crack 
on the helmet that re-ouuded through 
the room. 
All the time the ineu were 
fencing they were shouting as if warn­ 
ing each other to look out for what 
might be ooniiug. 
To the stranger who is not familiar 
with the role* there seemed to be no 
rest for the men. 
If one -boaId receive 
a blow which nuder ordinary circum­ 
stantial would warrant iii# going down 
for a few seconds, long enough to re­ 
cover, it must simply end with the de­ 
sire, and bis next move will be to get 
back ut bis op)Hjnent. In thin exhibition 
Karikawa, who was rather more stock­ 
ily built than his foe, had the best of 
the first of tile fight, but the end was a 
draw, and the men retired windless and 
with the perspiration flouring from their 
faces. 
The wrist seemed to be the part of the 
anatomy oftenest aimed at, and while 
that part of the arm is protected by a 
padded gauntlet the humerus is bare, 
and a strong blow means a heavy welt 
aud a sore arm. 
At the end of the con­ 
test spoken of, here Yajimai carried a 
mark which was quite blue, 
lf a blow 
on the wrist is severe enough, it will 
disable a fencer, aud the fight ends, and 
if it cannot be accomplished in that way 
fencer will raise his stick high above 
and inclined toward the back of his 
head, very much after tile style of an 
cient executioners iii the chopping block 
process, and bring it down with all his 
strength on ins rival’* head—if he can. 
Celerity mark* every movement of the 
fencer, so that the observer's eye is taxed 
to its utmost to keep track of the men. 
Singlestick fencing among the Japa­ 
nese is so different from any thing at­ 
tempted by the white people that it ii 
difficult to make comparisons or draw 
conclusions, 
lf quickness in an attack 
or parry is the secret of the game, Yaji­ 
mai and Ka ikawa should be entitled 
to position# a# experts. Their endurance, 
too, is 
remarkable, considering 
the 
thickness of theclotbiug worn. Swathed 
as they are in heavily padded suits, evi­ 
dently much depends upon the eye, aud 
it is when one of the fencers catches the 
eye of hi# opponent off hisguard that he 
attempts a blow, but to ascertain when 
the eye is not attending to its business 
is much too difficult for a stranger to 
solve, shielded as the fencer’s face is 
with iron bars set closely together. 
There are four points in a match with 
singlesticks tetween Japanese—a blow 
on the back of head, a fair one, for glanc­ 
ing stroke* do not count; a thrust at the 
throat, a stroke on the wrist and a 
stroke on the side. There is no rule as to ( 
the position a fen er must occupy in de-
